Dr. Vorhaus gave the vitamin crys- 
tals to 100 persons with neuritis, witb 
all varieties indiscriminately. 

Of these 44 were entirely freed of 
pain. Eleven of the 44 had neuritis 
in the arm or leg, and 33 had it geu- 
eralized over the body. 

Another group of 48 were improved 


and eight of the 100 failed to get | 


any relief. 


Rut where cure or relief succeeded | 


it was apparently directly due to the 
vitamin because 58 per cent of these 
patients had been suffering from pe- 
rims of three months to five years. 

The results indicate that this new 
vitamin“acts on neuritis probably the 
same as iron used to relieve anemia. 

The vitamin experiment shows there 
are probably two kinds of neuritis, a 
small class due to deficiency of vita- 
min B. A large group due to some 
secondary cause in which the vitamin 
helps to restore the nerve to normal, 
although it may not directly remove 
the original cause. 

Deficiency Reasons. 

The work indicated. that deficiency 
in vitamin B may be more frequent 
than has been believed. This deficiency 
was ascribed at the exhibit as due 
possibly to the American habit of eat- 
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ing fine starches such as white bread, 
white flour and white rice. 

The crystalline vitamin B was an- 
nounced as 1,600 times more active 
than any other vitamin B preparation. 
It is not commercial, Dr. Williams 
extracts it from rice hulls by labora- 
tory methods. Tons of hulls yield only 
a little vitamin so that the present 
cost is about $200 a gram. 

Purifying this vitamin has been a 
life hobby with Dr. Williams. He has 
done it mostly after regular working 
hours. The depression helped when it 
cut his regular job to four days a 
week, leaving him the other three, in- 
cluding some Sundays to purify vita- 
min B. 
Dr. Vorhaus reported the diabetic 
study to the American Gastro.

NEW ORLEANS, June 10—(2)— 
Out of the bayous a marshes of 
Louisiana a new and unique indus- 
try has emerged, a quarter-million- 
dollar business devoted to the mer- 
chandising of frogs’ legs. 

In less than five years the busi- 
ness has grown from a casual enter- 
prise on the part of local fishermen 
to a point where one large company 
in New Orleans alone. kills, packs 
and ships more than 5,000 pounds 
of the succulent delicacy every day. 

At first the spotted amphibians were 
secured from the low marshy lands 
in and around the gulf coast. But 
later the supply became restricted 
and the breeding of frogs for food 
purposes began. 

The frog industry had one impor- 
tant obstacle to hurdle at the start, 
the cannibalistic tendency of the par- 
ents to eat the young as fast as they 
developed. 

But by arranging separate breed- 
ing pens this was overcome and the 
industry began to move forward, 

A visit to the largest unit in this 
field on the outskirts of New Orleans 
finds it operating with smooth pre- 
cision. 

Frogs are caught with nets in the 
large enclosed pens on the farm; a 
man with a long sharp knife decapi- 
tates them; others clean them and 
then they are take. into a large room 
where girls pack them into tin cans. 
The legs are packed in one type con- 
tainer, choice tid-bits are packed .1 
another size tin. After being packed 
they are hermetically. sealed, then 
cooked in the can, labeled, packed and 
lare ready for their trip to the tables 
of the epicures. 
| Largest purchasers at present are

Nancy’s mother had an old quilt 


which she had purchased at a church 
hazar. It was made of small pieces of 
fine soft blue gingham combined with 
equally fine white material. The pat- 
tern is simplicity itself but is exceed- 
ingly effective when grouped as 
shown in the direction leaflet. 
Theré is one pieced block made up 
of 81 small squares. The corner ones 
that would ordinarily be of dark or 
blue material are of white. This takes 
away the square appearance of the 
pieced block. Then joining it on all 
four sides is a block of the same 
size. But it is made up of two plain 
strips with a pieced strip down the 
middle. This pieced strip has 27 
small squares. In this case the dark 
blocks extend to the corner. These 
blocks are referred to as oblongs, Fit- 
ting these blocks and touching the 
81 pieced block at the four corners 
only are blocks that consist of four 
white squares and five pieced squares. 
which are really nine patches. But 
in four of these a dark pne is omitted 


at one corner. This whole block is re- 
| ferred to as a nine patch. The best 
‘idea of the arrangement may be ob- 
| tained by studying the direction sheet

There are nine of the 81 pieced 


blocks in the quilt, three to a row

“On the other hand, there is no reason why he 
should not be honored anyhow, after what he has been 
through, and I want you to know I am with you in any- 
thing we can do towards getting after the proper au- 
thorities to give the boy a chance, be it in baseball or 
anvthing else, althouch it does seem that with his ability 
in baseball he should be helped. With that in view, | 
enclose an extra copy of this letter so that you may send 
it wherever you think it would be most useful.

NEW YORK, June 10.—(/)—It 
took stock market forces a long time 
to make up their minds today, but 
when they did they brought many is- 
sues ahead in a brisk last-hour rally. 

The Associated Press average of 60 
stocks registered a new high for the 
year at 42.9, although thé day’s gain 
was only .4 of a point, and this was 


confined mainly to the industrials, 
with the rails and utilities for the 
most part a little better than steady. 
The previous high of the average was 
made on May 27, at 42.6. 

During most of the session trading 
had been restricted and the course of 
prices a little uncertain, but by the 
close gains of a point or so were 
fairly common and volume expanded 
as prices lifted. Turnover for the day, 
however, was only 631,000 shares. 

American Can was a leader in the 
late improvement with 1 a gain of 4 1-2 
points at 132, Wall Street board 
rooms talked about the recent experi- 
ments of the company in selling beer 
containers and heard that the project 
was to be widened in scope, although 
in some quarters the upward move- 
ment was seen as the usual buying of 
income which has been a feature of 
recent markets. 

Broad Advances. 

Philip Morris acquired an active 
following to close 3 1-2 points up at 
52 1-4 on unofficial reports that its 
earnings were progressing favorably. 
Mullins Manufacturing preferred, a 
10-share unit stock, gained around 11 
points at one time and finished 9 
points higher at 73. American 
Crystal Sugar preferred jumped 7 
points to 122. 

Corporate bonds gave a steady per- 
formance, but did not, for the most 
part, share in the late ‘enthusiasm for 
equities. United States governments 
were moderately improved as the mar- 
ket noted that the government's June 
financing plan called for no new 
money. Foreign exchanges were quiet, 
feeling the effects of the Whitsuntide 
holiday abroad, and changes were nar- 
row.

EXPORT REORIENTATION 


URGED AT TRADE MEET 


Shift of Sales Effort From 
Europe to South America 
Is Advocated. 


NEW YORK, June 10—(4)—Less 
concentration on trading with Europe 
and increased cultivation of Cen- 
tral and South American markets 
was urged by Mayor William H. Ma- 
lone, of Key West, Fla., today in an 
address before the conference of sea- 
port cities on international trade. 

James D. Mooney7 president of the 
American Manufacturers Export As- 
sociation, another speaker at the open- 
ing of the three day meeting, declared 
that for the last 35 years every port 
in this country had been “blockaded 
by an ever-growing tariff wall. 

Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf coast 
cities were represented at the con- 
ference. Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, 
who summoned it, deplored inter-city 
rivalry in his address of welcome and 
urged recognition of the fact that 
“all seaports have one common in- 
terest.” 

“This conference should make it 
known to the country,” Mayor La- 
Guardia said, “that we cannot do 
more export business unless we do 
more import business. If we believe 
for a moment ve can sell to coun- 
tries and not buy something, we are 
living in the past.” 

If a new system of exporting and 
importing should be devised,” he con- 
tinued, “the conference should out- 
line its ideas to the departments of 
State and Commerce. Until there 
is world currency stabilization.” he 
said, “it might be necessary to estab- 
lish a clearing house for countries 
which trade with us.” 

Mayor Malone urged greater trade 
between the Americas, not only for 
its industrial benefits but on the 
ground it “would make us impregnable 
against any force in time of peace 
and in time of war.” 

“We have fastened our eyes on Eu- 
rope and devoted our energies to the 
establishing of trade with them and 
neglected the western hemisphere. 
Our staple produc:. are, to a large ex- 
tent, the staple products of Europe.”
